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Irrational Pure Food Law Ruling. 


The Agricultural Department has made an extraordinary ruling 


on citrus^fruits shipped long- distances to market, by condemning 
such fruit as "adulterated," because to insure its delivery in a sale- 
able condition it must,be -picked when not fully ripened and is rip- 
ened artificially in transit, and artificial ripening produces .chemical 
results different from those produced by the natural process. 
The 


department -holds that when oranges are picked green they are de- 
ficient in sugar and have an excess of acid and that artificial ripen- 
ing does not produce any relative change in'these elements; that 
when the fruit ripens on the tree the percentage of sugar1 i* increased 
and that of acid diminished, thus reversing their relative propor- 
tions. The department finds that the chemical change produced in 
the fruit by artificial ripening is a proscribed adulteration in the 
•meaning of this clause of the -pure food law—"if it be mixed, col- 
ored, powdered, coated or stained in a manner whereby damage or 
inferiority is concealed." 


If this interpretation of the pure food law is sound and en- 


forced, it will practically shut out all long-distance markets to .Cali- 
fornia fresh fruits of every description, for all fruits shipped to east- 
ern markets are picked green and ripened artificially in transit. No 
practical way has yet been discovered where decomposition can be 
arrested in naturally ripened fruit while in.transit to distant mar- 
kets so as to assure its delivery in perfect condition. 
s 


The whole question of fruit shipping to eastern markets has 


•been thoroughly studied by California horticulturists, and the most 
effective methods of picking, packing and transportation adopted. 
In the case of other fruits, as well as oranges, their delivery in prime 
condition in remote markets depends upon the picking and packing 
occurring before-nature has 'begun to ripen the fruit and on artificial 
ripening taking place in transit. The system has built up the fame 
of all California-fruits in»tho-eastern markets. There never has been 
a valid complaint lodged against it. 


If the ruling of the Agricultural Department is valid against 


California citrus'fruits, it-must apply to all deciduous'fruits shipped 
to eastern-markets with -equal force and also to all importations to 
the United States of citrus and other tropical fruits from abroad. 
Neither the Madeira islands nor the Azores can ship to eastern 
markets naturally-ripened oranges. Not a banana or a pineapple 
could be imported from Hawaii Territory, the Society islands or 
any other archipelago in the tropics if green-pickin-g and artificial 
ripening in transit were prohibited. 
The Agricultural Department 


should use common sense-in its rulings. If the pure food laws -pro- 
hibit the employment of common sense in their interpretation, they 
should fee revised without delay. A long-established industry and 
trade cannot be allowed to be put in jeopardy by an irrational de- 
partment ruling. 


In its own 1915 exposition plans, San Diego is taking time by 


the forelock and its exposition managers are making more rapid 
progress in the preliminaries than the executive committee of the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposition of 1915 across the bay is 
doing. The San Diego committees -have decided to hold a ground- 
breaking celebration there in the latter part of July and the railroad 
companies have agreed upon a schedule of reduced -passenger rates 
for the event covering all parts of'Southern California. The pro- 
jectors of the San Diego exposition have not, however, encountered 
any of the difficulties besetting the Panama-Pacific executive com- 
mittee. The selection of a site for its exposition was easily settled 
at San Diego. At San Francisco-it is the most difficult of the prob- 
lems the exposition committee'is called upon to solve. Conflicting 
interests are active. The area of the site must be unusually large, 
easy of access, provided with ample street railway service and sus- 
ceptible of the highest -type of landscape adornment, into which the 
most imposing and attractive architectural designs can be made to 
fit -harmoniously. The committee is.showing wisdom in proceeding 
slowly in the selection of'the site. It cannot afford to run the risk 
of -making a mistake, hence-it is -talcing expert evidence on the sub- 
ject from all sections- competing for preference. 


Patching the Stale Constitution, 


The State-Constitution, which was adopted in 1879, has been 


much -more seriously mutilated than was the first organic instru- 
ment adopted in 1849 which, it displaced. Including the amendments 
adopted at the last general election, sixty changes have ibeen made to 
the constitution. 
In many instances -the original purpose of its 


framers has been completely altered. Many articles have been 
nearly wholly amended. At every session of-the--State-legislature 
the tinkers of the constitution are busy. 


At the last session of'the legislature there were 105 proposed 


amendments sbumitted in the two houses. 
Some of them 


were never taken off the 
file and died unhonored and un- 


mourned save, possibly, by their introducers. 
Twenty-three 


of the list offered passed, however, both the Assembly and 
the Senate, and these the to be voted on by the people 
at a special election to be held on. October 10. 
As 
these 


amendments are to be placed on the 'ballot with no designation or 


1 explanation of their purpose, except the 'briefest abridgement of 
their titles, it will be necessary for every voter in the State to care- 
fully read and study the text of each one when officially printed 
so as to acquire an intelligent idea of what they mean. But should 
these amendments carry, they will make twenty-three new rents in 
the much torn and tattered and patched instrument, which has been 
already amended so often that it is scarcely recognizable by any of 
its surviving-framers. 


Militarism in Germany. 


While Great Britain and the UniteiiStates have teen arranging 


an arbitration treaty which is approved by most of the great pow- 
ers of the Old World, as giving an assurance of world-wide peace, 
and while the dove-of-peace is preparing to settle on Mexican soil 
and restore order to that country and remove anxiety from Wash- 
ington and the necessity for holding over twenty thousand troops 
on a war footing on the Mexican frontier, Kaiser William III, who 
never seems satisfied unless he is carrying- a chip on his shoulder, is 
preparing to make a display"of Germany's military strength during 
the field maneuvers this summer. His plans are entirely out of har- 
mony with the trend of the times among the-.greater nations of the 
earth in favor of universal peace. 


Emperor William will call out approximately one million men 


to participate in the maneuvers. Of these 622,000-are regulars and 
355,000 a_r,e reservists. 
Both forces constitute the flower of the 


manhood of the empire. The regulars are non-producers, :but con- 
stitute a tremendous drain upon the resources of the country, the 
burden of which falls upon the producers. The great military show 
will be, however, much more expensive to the country than it would 
be if confined to the regulars alone. 
The calling out of the 


reservists compels 355,000 able-bodied men to abandon their peace-

It is a noteworthy fact that Germany has stood aloof and. almost 


alone from approving or participating in the arbitration movement 
for the settlement of international disputes without resort to war.. It 
is equally noticeable at the present time that the only chancellory in 
Europe which has failed to commend President Taft's patient treat- 
ment of Mexico under the trying situation which the revolution has 
created along the border is the German. Berlin sneers at the situa- 
tion. Had the same conditions existed anywhere on the German 
border in any of the .neighboring States, Kaiser William would 
doubtless have promptly moved that million men he is going to dis- 
play in military array during the summer across the border and 
availed himself of the opportunity to seize more territory. Nearly 
all other nations, save Germany, are learning that it is better to cul- 
tivate the arts -of peace than those of war, and that is why so many 
of them have already indicated a desire to join the American-British' 
arbitration alliance. 
Militarism has grown rank in the German 


empire.

In the United States in the calendar year 
1909, the latest for whlcn statistics are 
available, was 1,371,000,000 pounds, 
the 


largest total for any year in tho history 
of American production, and as the im- 
portation of pig- tin for use in this line 
of manufacture was larger In the calen- 
dar year 1910 than In 1909, and is also 
larger in the accumulated months of the 
fiscal year than in the same months of 
the fiscal year 1910, It may be assumed 
that the production or tin plate in the 
United States is still Increasing.

TO SINKING LINER ASIA 


The heroism and presence of mind 


of an Alameda youth, George Hubbard, 
was all that saved the lives of more 
than 300 passengers on the Pacific Mail- 
liner Asia, bound for San PYanclsco, 
when the steamer founded in the dense 
fog- off the coast of China' last Sunday, 
according ...to advices received here. 


Habbard, who is twenty-one years old, 


and who resides with his parents at 
1112 College'avenue, Alameda, is a wire- 
less operator, and -was employed on the 
Asia. 


SENDS "S. O. .S," 


When the liner struck against the reef 
known as Finger Hock, and the passen- 
gers and the crew were .being rushed in- 
in the lifeboats. Hubbard remained at 
his post sending the "S. O. S." calls. 
The signals of distress were picked up 


by the Japanese liner America Maru, 
bound from San Francisco to Hong Kong 
and the Chinese steamer Shang Sui, and 
both ships hastened to the aid of the 
sinking A.sia. The 
75 cabin 
and 100 
Asiatic steerage passengers of the Asia 
wero picked up by the Shang Sui, and 
are on their way to Shanghai. 
Captain Harry Gaukroger, and the of- 


ficers and crew of the Asia -were taken 
on board the America Maru, which then 
continued to Hongkong. 


FEARFUL OF SHIP. 


Young Hubbard, who has been em- 


ployed on various coastwise steamers for 
the past year, was crossing the Pacific 
for the first time. "When offered the 
position on the Asia, it is said he ac- 
epted reluctantly, stating to his sister 


that the ship "didn't look good to him." 


Shortly after the Asia had struck the 
reef the furnaces were flooded and the 
electric lights -went out. Hubbard quick- 
ly reached up and throw a switch con- 
necting the wireless apparatus -with the 
storage batteries, which 
had been in- 
stalled for emergency. 


PIRATES LOOT SHIP. 


SHANGHAI, April 2B.—Warships prob- 
ably will be sent to recover as much as 
possible of the wrecked steamer Asia's 
cargo, which -was deserted to Chinese pir- 
ates when the passengers ancf crew -were 
taken off by the Chinese steamer Shoc- 
king. 
The value of the cargo, made up prin- 
cipally of silk, is estimated at $500,000. 


After the .passengers had escaped, pi- 
rates attacked the crew and, though tlie 
sailors put up a hard fight, captured one 
stoker and carried him away. The others 
of the crew, with the passengers and the 
malls, were brought to this port. 


SHIP NOT ABANDONED. 


SAN" FRANCISCO, Aprtt 25.—Cable ad- 
vices received at the headquarters of the 
Pacific Mail Company In this city today 
are that the Asia has not been abandon- 
ed, though there is no possibility of haul- 
ing her off Finger rocK wnere she lies 
half submerged, the forward part of the 
vessel being entirely under water. 
Captain 
Geukroger, 
of the stranded 
steamer, and some of her crew are stand- 
ing by In a tug and It Is not believed by 
the officials 
of the company that the 
Chinese pirates that infest that part of 
the coast have obtained much of the 
cargo.

cents a day and .all the time he knew 
that his wife, the daughter of a bishop 
of the United Brethren church, faithful to 
him through 
all his adversity, 
wasl a 
charity charge of his ratner and mother 
in Los Angeles, who were themselves in 
very 
straightened 
financial 
circu,m- 
stances. 


LEAVES COLLEGE IN DISGRACE. 
Toung Parks was reared amid the most 
refined surroundings and when he reached 
the proper age nis father, whose pastor- 
ate brought him only an ordinary liveli- 
hood, obligated himself heavily to raise 
money to secure for him a proper educa- 
tion. 
The young man entered Pomona 
college at Claremont and from there went 
to the University of Southern California 
to take a law course. The money he re- 
ceived from home was not enough to sup- 
ply his wants, so he took s. job waiting- on 
the table at college. He became a leader 
in athletic sports and as suon was taken 
up by a wealthy sot of students, with 
whom he was unable to Keep pace. This 
was the "gall of bitterness to the young 
man's soul" and proved his moral undo- 
ing. He forged a. check for 510 and whon 
the crime, came out he was compelled to 
leave college in disgrace. 


This crime was hushed up and alter 
being home for 
several months young 
Parks married a most estimable young 
lady whose father, then and still a Unit- 
ed Brethren bishop, and the Rev. Mr. 
Parks were lifelong friends. Following 
his marriage, young Parks held several 
railroad positions until his lax financial 
methods made It impossible for him to 
get any more work in Los Angeles, He 
took his wife into the country where 
they worked last 
season plc'king fruit, 
and when the season closed Parks sent 
his wife back to his parents- home a.nd 
he struck out to re-establish 
htmselC 
somewhere. 


FLOATS BAD CHECK. 


The young man first triecl to gret work 


in San Francisco but failed. 
Then he 
carrie to Oakland and it was here that ho 
was 'reduced to the threshold of starva- 
tion. His parents were willing- to help 
him by providing for his wife, but they 
could not relieve his financial straits be- 
cause they had no money. Finally in de- 
spair the young man determined to raise 
enough money to get baek home. 
He 
floated a bad check and before he could 
get away the police landed him in the 
city prison. 


All of these facts came out during the 
court hearing. When the Rev. Mr. Parks 
learned of the downfall of his son a.nd 
told the terrible news to his wife 
the 
shock a.Imost killed them. both. In sor- 
row and shame the Rev. Mr. Parks laid 
the case before his parishioners and ten- 
dered his resignation as tneir pastor, 
They refused' to accept the resignation 
and to show their faith in' their pastor 
and their loye for him, the members of 
the church voted to increase his salary 
and help him redeem his wayward son.

of California yesterday afternoon In the 
closing, lecture of the 
series on local 


zoology of the bay region. 
"Several times .1,0,000 years ago,"- said 
Professor Merriam, "there .were to be 
found in abundance about San Francisco 
bay certain species of animals, no longer 
.found here taut still . existent In other 
parts of the world, as the- elephant and 
camel; others still found on the Pacific 
coast of North America, as the mountain 
lion/ the grizzly bear, the coyote and 
the wolf, 
and 
gigantic 
animals now 
everywhere extinct but then qi*He com- 
mon, 
Jthe mammoth, the mastodon, the 
giant sloth, the saber-tooth cat, the ^.g 
wolf, the largest of its kind in all his- 
tory, and the gigantic lion, which was 
probably rnuch larger than tho largest 
grizzly" bear but was not as common as 
some of-the other animals, and the cave 
bear 'which was also quite as large as 
the largest grizzly bear. 
"Fossil remains of all these species 
have been unearthed in the region about 
the bay, in the mud banks on which 
they were wandering about when death 
overtook them, or 
where 
their bones 
were washed down from the hills by the 
rains and floods. 


EXISTED LONG 
AGO, 


"The period previous to that in which 
we are living is knowrc by men of sci- 
ence as' the Pleistocene-period. It last-, 
ed according to the same authorities — 
and nobody can afford to contradict them- 
for no one else knows quite so much 
about It as they '— some hundreds' of 
thousands of years, and possibly more 
than a million years, and was ended not 
less than 10,000 years ago by changes in 
the surface of 
the 
land 
and 
Other 
changes 
which' made it Impossible ff\r 
the forma of life which marked that pe- 
riod to perpetuate themselves. 
"One of the most common animals of 
the Pleistocene period was the elephant. 
Hardly a week passes without some ele- 
phant bones being dug up. The elephant 
was one' of the most common of the 
animals of this period. The mastodon, 
akin to the elephant, was also found In 


) California and pretty nearly all of the 
world." 
Professor Merriam suggested that the 
elephant was so common that It might 
fitly be used on a coat of arms by 
the State. 
The lecturer showed specimens of the 
great teeth of the elephant and of the 
mastodon which are exhibited' in the 
museum of the university. 


PREHISTORIC HORSE. 


"In the period before the present, the 
horse was enormously abundant. 
Some 
epidemic must have wiped them off the 
continent for there is nothing discover- 
able to show that the horse was existing 
In North America when the Spaniards 
discovered America. Tho horse was then 
extinct on this continent. 
"The prehistoric horse of this period, 
according to Professor Merrlam had a 
very large head, short and heavy Jaw 
and rather small ileg bones. 
"Not quite so abundant as the horse 
or the .elephant, remains of the camel 
are found along San Francisco bay, more- 
particularly in 
San 
Pablo bay. ' The 
reason for the disappearance of the cam- 
el is hot known. The species continues

said" that the foot 
prints now recognized as made by the 
ground sloth had at first been supposed 
to be the foot prints of some giant of 
the human race. These tracks had been 
made when .the 
ground was soft and 
yielding. 
Later tne surface had -been 
covered by other deposits and in time 
had hardened into rock. 


CARNIVOROUS ANIMALS. 


"Tho 'saber-tooth,' a gigantic cat with 
a great long tooth used for stabbing and 
so lulling its prey, the mountain lion 
and the larger "gigantic lion' which 
showed the 'maximum development and 
the largest skull oH any cat we know,' 
the big wolf, the grizzly, black and cave 
bears, were^ said to be the chief speci- 
mens of the carnivorous animals th«a 
stalking their prey 
near 
the Golden 
Gate. 
' : , ' • - 
"The camel group," 
said 
Professor 
Merriam, "originated 
here 
in 
North 
Ameriqa and stayed 
here 
for several 
million" years and then died out in this 
region, as the elephant and che horse 
also did." 


* The bison appeared' first 
in

America In this period, but came from 
Asia, the ground 
sloth 
from 
South 
America. 


* 'A curious migration 
was 
going on 
during this period," continued the lec- 
turer. 
"The 
several 'continents were 
then more closely- Joined together than 
they are at present. 
Broad land then 
connected North and South America and 
joined North America and Asia, and per- 
mitted anlimals which originated in one 
part of tho world to migrate to all parts; 
"The human race originated In South- 
ern Asia and in like manner spread over 
the earth."

AN OLD THEORY REJECTED. 


That California 
many 
thousands of 
years ago possessed an unusually sal- 
ubrous climate which lengthened the pe- 
riod, of existence " of 
great, mammals 
which roamed over Its hills and valleys 
and ranged along its shores so that sev- 
eral- species of giant animals lived here 
beyond tho periods When they disappear- 
ed In other and less favorable parts 'of 
'the world was spoken of 
by Professor 
Merriam In his lecture' as having been 
suggested by some students of the local 
zoological history. 
"The evidence before us," said Pro- 
fessor Merriam, "does not indicate that 
California 
harbored these prehistoric 
types for a longer period than other por- 
tions of America. 
California was, how- 
ever, wonderfull" rich 
in 
remarkable 
types of animals during the geological 
period Immediately preceding the pres- 
ent one, and a most interesting repre- 
sentation of this extinct life Is found in 
the regions around San -Francisco.'

Hut tbe melancholy fact Is, there is 
no money in the university coffers with 
which to mount the Teddy elephant, 
even should ample space for it be found. 
Its great size—ah, there's the rub. 


MADE MISTAKE. 


In choosing the largest elephant in 
the jungle, believing that his fame as a 
hflnter would loom mighty in proportion, 
the colonel made a mistake. If he had 
potted a small elephant the University 
of California might have scraped to- 
gether enough money to mount it, and 
the students might now have something 
to remind them of Teddy any hour in 
the day.

After that, they must file similar re- 
ports quarterly.

companies; subject to the orders of the 
board must do likewise. 


RULES IN DETAIL. • 


As to whom railroad or other trans- 
portation companies can issue free or 
reduced transportation, other .than of- 
ficers and employes and members of 
their families, the commissioners made 
this important announcement: 


• "The carriers of the state of Califor- 
nia are hereby notified that the railroad 
commission is willing that they should 
issue free or reduced rate transportation 
to ministers of religion, to traveling sec- 
retaries -of i railroad men's . religious as- 
sociations; to executive officers, organ- 
izers or agents 
of 
railroad employes' 


mutual benefit associations giving the 
greater portion of their time to the work 
of any such association. 


OBJECTS OF CHAR.ITY. 


"To inmates of hospitals and chart-' 


table and 'eleemosynary institutions and; 
persons exclusively engaged in chari- 
table and eleemosynary work; to persons 
and property engaged or employed in 
patriotic •work whenever the use. of such 
ti-ansportatton As incidental to or in 
furtherance of such work; to persons and 
property engaged.or employed in educa- 
tional work "or scientific research when- 
ever the use of such transportation Is 
incidental to or in furtherance of work 
or research, provided, however, that this 
authority shall riot extend to persons 
employed 
by 
educational institutions 


which are run for a profit; to hotel em- 
ployes of season resort hotels while trav- 
eling to or from such employment. 
"With reference to the executive of- 


ficers of mercantile or promotion boards 
or bodies within this state, this commis- 
sion will Judg-e each case as it arises on 
its facts, but the use of such transpor- 
tation as may issue to persons in this 
class must be incidental to or in further- 
ance of the work of such board or body." 
This order supersedes the one made 


by the commission February 1 last .in 
the matter of transportation to persons 
engaged in educational work.
